Subject: Meeting of SANACC Subcommittee on 

Psychological Warfare 


1. The SANACC Subcommittee on Psychological Warfare met at 3fcOO 
today in Mr* Block* s office with the following members present: 

Chairman - Mr* Ralph Block - State Department 
Candr* David Knoll - Navy Department 
Col* Clyde Rich - Air Force 
Col* William McNamee - Army Depar tment 
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2* Commander Knoll and Mr. Block continued their discussion <>f the 
type of organization for carrying on psychological warfare intends*- by 
30h/6» Again I observed that if there was a more specific definition of 
what was being discussed, they would probably find that there is wry 
little difference of opinion in their viewpoints of a "coor dina ting* agency 
and an "operating" agency* 

3, Commander Knoll said that the Navy Department was not so blind ai 
to continue to support the concept of an agency that proved it was not -too 
efficient* Thus, he continued that time would overcome the organisation! 
deficiencies and the proper type of agency would develop "through the 
evolutionary process*" 

iu I contended with Commander Knoll that this was not a sound apnrrarh 
for any group like ours to adopt since the objective of a peace-tine 
planning committee sho uld be to come up with the best balanced answer, 
based upon the lessons of experience, of what will work in time of war , 

Those of us who had the opportunity of living close to the defense profjrin 
and development of agencies in 19 UO and 19ljl realize only too well thar, 
much precious time, energy and manpower was wasted and lost because of o*«* 
trial and error method of developing organizations* 

5* Commander Knoll apparently concurred in my observations and h<? 
suggested that Mr* Block bring in a paper to the Subcommittee enua rati «; 
in concrete manner the various and diverse functions which, in his est ^asv on, 
are to be conducted under the heeding of psychological warfare in -:ime if 
war, and then the Subcommittee can analyze what portions of these leti-nt <-s 
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will be accomplished by existing agencies and what will be dene by 
the central authority in this field. Mr. Block agreed to siimit 
such a paper to the Subcommittee. 

6. Attached is 3SE-9 given by Mr. Block to the Subcommittee 
members with the request that each member discuss the contents with 
his agency and bring back to the Subcommittee written comments. E~uk 
observed that the paper mentioned in the previous paragraph >111 b*» 
looked upon as Part II of the attached document. 

7. Commander Knoll noted that the Panel on Human Relations of 
the Committee on Human Resources now formally has adopted the sui jtt < i 
of psychological warfare on its agendum. 
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
